The Kentucky Commanderlee of 

the Knights of St. John, one of the 
strongest Catholic Fraternal socie- 
ties In the VnWi-'l Stat la. held their 
annual Slate loiiveiiiion m this city 
last Sunday, and the event had fe- 
llglous, business and social sides. 
More than 000 uniformed KnlghU 
u-ok part in the street parade, and 
perhaps as many more visiting 
Knights were not In uniform. Many 
of the visitors were accompanied by 
ladles and children. The Tlsltors 
came from Covington, Newport, 
Maysvllle and other points In East- 
ern Kentucky. Many arrived by 
boat on Saturday OTenlng, while 
others arrived on early train* on 
Sunday morning. 

Local Knights and delegates as- 
sembled at St. Boniface's church 
(or an early mass. After the mass 
they repaired to the school ball ad- 
joining the church, and spent the 
remainder ot the forenoon in the 
transaction ot necessary business. 
Grand President WUUam T. Hohn- 
borst, ot Covington, occupied the 
chair. Some time was spent In the 
reading of officers' reports and the 
disposal ot other routine matters. 
Delegates from fifteen command- 
ertes took part in the deliberations. 
All the reports showed that the 
Knights of St. John In Kentucky 
were sound financially and socially. 

The Committee on By-Laws roc 
ommended very tew changes, and 
the convention concurred in all the 
recommendations. The most im- 
portant change was to hold biennial 
Instead of annual conventions. The 
next stale Connnandery Will meet 
at Newport In 1912.

While the buBlneas session was 
In progress the members of the 
Uniform Rank attended a high masa 
In St Boniface's church. Arrayed 
In full uniforms and with flashing 
swords the Knights presented an 
liiiposing appearance. After the 
mass the Knights dispersed for din- 
ner. At 1:30 o'clock the uni- 
formed Knights assembled for the 
grand street parade. Market street, 
east of Preston, was the point of 
assembly. The fifteen command- 
erles, aggregating 600 men, lost no 
time In falling Into line, and "headed 
by a squad of mounted police and 
a brass band followed this line of 
march: Market street to Jackson; 
south to Green, east past St. Boai- 
taoe eoovent and chnreh to Clay; 
south to 'Walttut; aaat past St. 
John's etauroh to Shelby; south to 
Broadway, passing St Martin's 
church; east to Tlnderblll stieet and 
thence to Baxter avenue and 
Phoer.U Hill Park.

The Rev. ^Father McHugh, of 
(lalway, irelatid, was the chief 
guest and principal speaker at the 
weekly luncheon of the Irish Fel- 
lowshlp Club of Chicago last Satur 
day afternoon. Among other things 
Fath<»r McHugh said: "A new Ire- 
land is ri.sing out of the depths of 
English slavery like a star In the 
Armament. There is no country In 
the world that has made such prog- 
ress as Ireland for the last twenty- 
flve years. The chief reason for this 
Is Oxtty ot land tenure, which has 
been responsible for a revival of in- 
du.stry and edneatlon. The land Is 
ini>t ( merging tnmi the darkness of 
the penal code. Ireland became sub- 
ject to Bnglsad and was forced to 
recognise Henry VII. as King, be- 
cause it lacked a strong central 
power, able to Unite all the tribes 
and clans. With the country In that 
state, the wily Saxon, under plea of 
extending aid, crassed th«> channel 
and obtained a foothold. The great- 
est battle has been the struggle of 
the remnant of Ireland against op- 
pression and for freedom of thought. 
The history of the country is writ- 
ten in the Ivy covered ruins that 
spread through the lend." 

Col. John 1. Martin former 'Speak- 
er of the Missouri House of Repre- 
sentatives, was another gue^it of the 
Irish Fellowship Club. He spoke on 
the life of Major Gen. .Tames Shields. 
He said in part: "He cnme to this 
country and served It both in war 
and peace. As a school teacher, a.s 
legislator, as state Auditor, mem- 
ber of the Illinois Supreme Court, 
members of the House of Heprc^eiit :i- 
tlves, and aa I'ulled Stales Senator, 
he served bis adopted land In time of 
peace. In time of war his biography 
stands among the bravest and most 
patriotic"

• Report Shows BIb 
Number* in Larser 
ClUee. 



According to the United States 
census ot religloue bodies for 1906, 
the Bggreagte number of members 
or communicants of all religious de- 
nominations In continental I'nited 
States was 32,930,445. Of the.se 
the Roman Catholics alone had 
12.ti7',,l4-2 as against 20,287,742. 
Of the total membership of tbe 
Roman Catholic church 27.9 per 
cent, were found In cities with a 
population of more than 800,000. 

It iB seen therefore that the num- 
ber of members of the Roman Cath- 
olic church reported In cities of the 
first class was considerably more 
than double the nupiber reported by 
all Protestant bodies, while outside 
of the principal cities the number 
reported by the Catholics was only 
a little over one-third of the number 
credited to the Protestants. Of the 
total number of communicants oi* 
members reported for the principal 
cities by all denominations 6.307,524 
or 60 per cent, belonged to the 
Roman Catholic church, while 
3,935,341 or 37.4 belonged to 
Protestant bodies.

People ot Ht. John's Parish Are 
Loyal In Support of the

REffAIISFSI MAN'S CMVimiN 



The people of Louisville have 
been disturbed very seriously this 
week by the finding of the skeleton 
of a child in the long forgotten sub- 
cellar beneath the music room of 
l?t. John's school. It is claimed that 
the skeleton is that of little Alma 
Kellner, who has been missing from 
her home on Broadway, near Han- 
cock, since December 8. Circum- 
stances lead the police authorities to 
believe that the body is that ot the 
little girl, but to many the Identifi- 
cation Is neither eonvlnelng nor 
satisfactory. Certain fkcts stand 
out pi eminently: Alma Kellner has 
never been seen alive since she 
left the home ot her parenU on 
Deeember 8. The skeleton ot a 
child with bits ot decomposIrK 
flesh adhering to it was found in 
the subcellar ot the parochial schoc I 
on Monday. The clothing and sl'.>'cs 
foiud with tlie skeleton have neve- 
been satisfactorily identified by tl e 
parciits of the missing child. 

It Is also true that Josepii 
Wendllng. a former Janitor of tht 
church, has disappeared. His wife 
has been taken into custody as an 
accessor-'' to murder by the local 
detectives. Wendllng and his vlfs 
are French. They had been only 
two years In America and ha 1 
learned very little English. Ladies 
of the Altar Society ot St. John's 
parish who came In frefjuent con- 
tact with Mrs. Wendllng regard h-ir 
highl; . They believe that she has 
tieen very much Ill-treated by the 
local authorities. 

The whole thing has been a blow 
'o the Catholics of all Louisville as 
well as those of St. John's parish 
Yet they have born up bravely un- 
der the strain. The peoplft of SI. 
John f parish will Stand by their 
pastor, the Very Rev. Dr. Schuh- 
manti. until the Incident is cleared 
ind dosed. The strain upon him 
this week has been great, hut he has 
been equal to all emergencies. 

Every Catholic in' Louisville is 
nnxlous for this mystery to bo 
cleared up. Foul murder seems to 
have been committed. The mur- 
derer iriiould be found and pun- 
ished. This is no time for Jumping 
at conclusions, nor for blaming 
police or detectives for laxity of 
vigilsnce. Reserve your Judgment 
until all the facts are known. 

For the Kellner family everybody 
has sympathy, but this Is not the 
occasion for Idle words. It Is a 
time for every man and woman t«> 
aid tbe police In unearthing the 
mystery and in establishing beyond 
a doi'bt the guilt of the murderer. 

Rewards amounting to $4,500 ha<V 
been offered for the arrest and con- 
viction of the murderer up to Thurs- 
day evening. Frank Fehr, a coiisin 
of little Alma Kellner, offered 
$1,000; Cols. .John 11. and aii<l 
Jame P. Whallon offered another 
$1,000, while the Ceneral Counril 
offered a reward of $2,r)00 for the 
arrest and conviction. 

All late dekelojnnents point to the 
fact that the body found Is that of 
Alma Kellner, but the Identification 
Is not satisfactory or convincing. It 
is expected that Gov. Wlllson will 
offer an additional reward on the 
part of the State, and additional re- 
wards may he forthcoming. 

If It can be proven that little 
Alma Kellner was assassinated and 
her body burled In the sub-cellar, 
none will be quicker to aid In 
avenging tbe crime than the Catholic 
people ot Louisville.

Now In Churches of United 
States Says Ceneue 



Advance proofs of the special 
UnHed States census report show 
that the Tate ot increase in the num- 
ber ot religtons organisations and 
communicants or members was 
much greater than the rate of In- 
crease In the population of the 
principle cities between 1900 and 
1906. The report shows that for 
the area outside these cities, the 
rate of Increase In the number of 
organisations was approximately the 
ssme as the rate of increase In pop- 
ulation. The figures are taken from 
160 principal cities of the country. 
Cities having a population of 
85,000 or more in 1900 were di- 
vided into four classes; eleven cities 
ot the first class had over 300,000 
population; twenty-seven cities of 
the second class with between 
100,000 and 300,000; forty cities of 
tbe third class with from 50.000 to 
100,000, and eighty-two cities ot 
the fourth class, having from 85,000 
to Cocoon iniiabttants. 

The census report shows that tha 
first class cities showed the greatest 
tnerease In the number of com-

The eighth annua! military field 
niass in honor of the dead soldiern. 
sallora and marines of the Ihiited 
States army anil navy was celebrated 
on the parade grounds of the Marine 
Barracks, I'nlted Stales .Navy Yard, 
Brooklyn, at 10 o'clock lam Sunday 
morning. The service was held dl- 
rectl)' under the supervision ot 
Gloucester Naval Camp, Inlted 
Si'anlsh War Veterans, assisted by 
the Long Island (Chapter, Knights oi 
Coiiinibus, and the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians of Brooklyn and New 
York. The mass was supplemented 
with military pageantry, grand 
music and the firing of artillery. 

Tbe celebrant of the mass was tho 
Rev. Father Matthew C. Gleaaon, U. 
S. IN., of the Receiving Ship Han- 
coek, aad formerly attached to the 
United States flagship Connecticut 
In tbe trip around the world. Re*. 
Father KcGronln, Chaplain ot tho 
Pire department of New York City, 
was deacon, and the Rev. Father 
Francis I. Sullivan, Chaplain ot the 
Polico deiMurtment of New York, 
was subHleacon, while the master of 
ceremonies was the Rev. John F. 
Nash, LU D.. rector of tbe Church 
ot tbe Sacred 41eart, and who for 
many years ministered to the sall- 
rirs and marines of the navy yard. 
The seffiion was preached by the 
Very Rev. John P. Chidwick, now 
President of Dunwoodle Seminary, 
but formerly Chaplain ot the Ill- 
fated battleship Maine. 

Past District Deputy Arthur 8. 
Somers, of the Knights of Columbus, 
had the direction of a choir of l(i') 
voices with orchestra and piano 
accompaniment. The choir and 
orchestra inicrj/reted selections from 
"Haydn's and Counod's masses. Hut 
this was not all the music. The 
navy yard band, the Sixty-nintii 
Regiment band and tbe bands of the 
police and letter carriers renderetl 
special programmes. 

The mass was celebrated \inder 
an imposing altar and canopy erect- 
ed b." the Long Island Chapter of 
the Knights of Columbus. A plat- 
form five feet hi^h waii crciied fo • 
the altar. The canopy or dome was 
decorated In blue, white and gold, 
representing the heavens. Four 
Corinthian columns supported the 
canopy. A profusion of flowers dec- 
orated tbe altars. After the mass 
the flowers were taken to the vari- 
ous cemeteries to decorate the 
graves ot the soldiers, sailors and 
marines. 

At the elevation ot the sacred 
host the roll of drums was heard 
and a salute was tired from a field 
piece, while the officers brought 
t'oelr swords to salute and the 
Marine guard ot honor, formed b 
cross at the altar. The military for- 
mation on the parade grounds was 
under the command ot Major P. M. 
Bannon. The assembly and forma- 
tion on the street approaching tbe 
navy yard was under command ot 
Orand Marshal Walter F. Allen, of 
Qloucester Naval Camp, No. 5, 

It is estimated that at least 20,000 
persons were In attendance at the 
mass, though many were unable to 
get close enough to get even a 
glimpse Of the altar. Hibernians 
snd Knights of Columbus vied with 
the military organisations ta swell- 
ing the throng. 

The military field nia;»s for dead 
coldiers and sailors is not new In 
Kuropean countries, but It was first 
celebrated In America eight years 
ago by the Rev. Father Ramey, then 
a Chaplain In the United States 
navy. Since then it has been cele- 
brated annually, and each year the 
attendance (a greater Sad tltS Serv- 
ices more elaborate.

He was between fifty and sixty years 
old, but his countenance still re- 
tained marks of refinement and 
evidence that he had seen better 
days. 

"'Can you play, my man? Are 
you sure? Well, go up in the organ 
loft and let's bear what ">ou can do.' 

"In a minute the volunteer or- 
ganist was at the keyboard, and as 
the strains of 'Holy Cod, We Praise 
Thy Name" filled the church the con- 
gregation recognized the skilled 
hand of the musician ))laylng witn 
feeling.

The cause of home rule for Ire- 
lend has gaineil enormously 
through the death of King Kdward 
Vll.. says T. P. O'Connor. M. P.. and 
able lieutenant of Hon. John K. 
Redmond, and Mr. O'Connor quali- 
fies his stniement. that King Ed- 
wam wanted tlie (lueation settled 
and would have been glad to have 
opened a honio rule I'arlianieiit In 
Dublin himself if circiinistam cs al- 
lowed It. King Ceorge V. feels 
grateful for the messages of sym- 
pathy to hini and his royal mother 
by his Irish subjects. It is the first 
time In the history of the union be- 
tween Ireland and England that 
even a few communities of Irishmen 
expressed sorrow over the death ot 
an English King. It Is believed 
that expressions ot sympathy from 
his Irish subjects will do much to- 
ward inducing King Qsorge to fSvat 
the Irish masses. He would gladly 
have the Irish quest'on settled. 

But the struggle in Parliament 
will not be decided tor several 
weeks. Will the next general eIeo> 
tlon be held in September or Janu- 
ary? The result Is open to doulit. 
The Tories are divided snd Kln;t 
George does not went to begin hts 
reign with something akin to civil 
war. Rumors of compromise are ia 
the air, but It Is difficult tO see how 
a compromise can be devised which 
will give each party all It wants. 
The liberals must have the powc* 
to pass home rule for Ireland and 
the disestablishment ot the Welsh 
church despite the House of Lorda 
The Tories may not object to this 
so much as they object to othsr 
forms of legislation, and the advo- 
cates of protection or tariff reform, 
as they call it, are so anxious tn 
secure protection that they are 
anxious to be rid of liiuno niie for 
Irelat:d and diseslablishment for 
Wales. 

Nobody can forecest the future 
until Parliament opens. The chief 
discussion in the Journals of the 
rival parties is over the proposed 
coronatior. oath. Sane opinions ac- 
cept the desirability of sparing tha 
King tbe humiliation of Insulting 
his 12,000,000 Catholic subjects, bui 
enough rabid Protestantism Is left 
to show that opinion Is not unan- 
imous and that a Ministerial meas- 
ure can not pass without opposition 
In Parliament. When things become 
normal the Liberal programme 
probably will not show any change 
in the main purpose or tactics, hut 
there may be a change of dates for 
the consideration ot important 
measures. It Is believed that a 
bill dealing with an appropriation 
for tbe new King probably will meet 
with less opposition than on the 
previous occasion, everybody being 
anxious to spare Ma unnecessary 
worry at the begluliig of his reigiv 

Lord Rosebery insists that he will 
not waver in his purpose to reform 
the House of Lords. Some are of 
the opinion that his plan will aug- 
ment rather than curtail the power 
of the Lords. The real point at 
sue lb whether the next general elec- 
tion will come in autumn or 
January. The Lahorltes, the Rad- 
icals and the Irish ParllameBtary 
party will insist upon an early date. 

Parliament will not reassemble 
until next Wednesday, and this 
renders any discussion of politics at 
close quarters Impossible. Mean- 
while both iiartles have leaders out 
making speeches as if the contest 
was now on. 

The disturbances in Cork follow- 
ing the appearance of Hon. John E. 
Redmond, Devlin and O'Connor are 
deplorable, but at the same time 
have no Injurious effect on the 
solidarity of the Irlah party. It is 
a certainty that the Redmonites wlU 
be stronger than ever as a result of 
the next election.

AWAITS KING'S IM,EASl'RE. 



Hon. William Redmond, M. P.. 
haa written a letter to the Britlah 

Frlme Minister anent the coronation 
oath so offensive to all Catboll 
subjects of the English King, Mr. 
Redmond aaya in hla epiatle: 

"Tou may remember that upon 
the second reading of the Catholic 
disability bill, moved last year, you 
sttoke very favorably of removing 
from the royal acceaalon oath the 
words which are so very oftenslTe to 
Catholics. Tlio view of yours so 
well expressed met with, I believe, 
favor from all quarters of the House, 
With aome few exceptions. Indeed 
most of those who did not favor my 
bin as a whole expressed themselves 
In favor ot removing the words In 
the royal declaration of which com- 
plaint is so Justly made by Catholics 
throughout the empire and the 
world. T'nder the present sad 
clrcunistancea this matter becomes 
Immediately pressing, and I venture 
to aak you to take auch steps aa 
may be necessary to relieve the new 
King from the obllKation ot using 
language at the conimencement of 
^hia reign which must deeply wound 
the pride and outrage the feelings 
of so many people everywhere." 

Tho matter of the objectionable 
words in the coronation oath is now 
up to KiiiK (ieorge and his Ministers. 
If he refuses to take the oath be will 
be King none the leaa. If he 
Bwallowa It he v.111 lose the respect 
of 12,000,000 ot bis own subjects 
and of nuiny more millions 
throughout the world. 



Some comment haa been caused in 
certain Catholic circles because it 
was alleged that Archbiahop 
Bruchesi. ot Montreal, celebrated a 

solemn high mass ot requiem for 
the late King Edward. That ad- 
mirable Journal. America, edited by 
the Jesuits, has this to say: "It was 
not a requiem mass, since the late 
King was not a Catholic, but a mass 
to Invoke God's blessing on the royal 
family and on the whole British 
empire. Archbishop Begin, ot 
Quebec, alio celebrated a solemn 
high mass In his Basilica. Both these 
Archblshopa conformed to the 
church'a discipline aa stated by the 
late Cardinal Yaughan. when, wrxt- 
1ns from Rome the day after Queen 
Vidorla's death, he said to his 
diocesans: 'Of public servlcea for the 
dead the Catholic church knows 
none but such as she has instituted 
for the sonis ot her own chlldi'en. 
For them the requiem mass, the 
solemn absolution, and the Catholic 
funeral service form the only 
memorial service for the dead in 
her liturgy.' "

It la always 
bestowed In honor of tbe Pope's ap- 
preciation ot servlcea to the church 
and to the Holy See.
